CAWMC Member #96 John M. Brennan was IOWMC Member 1368. He had been a coin collec- 
tor since 1972. John started to collect coins on his doctor’s advice to choose a relaxing hobby, 
due to John’s high blood pressure which was caused by the worry of several chin cancer opera- 
tions. While starting this hobby, Jonn came across a wooden money round piece and immediately 
was interested in finding out the history of it. After this, he became hooked on collecting wooden 
money. John collected all types of Canadian wooden money at first, and then in 1978 began 
collecting American pieces as well. This black’n’white photo of John is from a 1981 Bunyan’s 
Chips publication. This is the same year John was elected President of the Canadian Large Cents 
Club (CLCC). 





John found collecting woods to be a very enjoyable and pleasant hobby, and he made many wonderful friends in Canada 
and the United States. John said, “Two of the early and well-known wood collectors in Canada, J. D. Ferguson and Norman 
E. Wells, were instrumental in helping me start my collection. | have put out 18 flats and 8 rounds so far. All my early 
pieces are now gone to new and old collectors in Canada and the United States. Not only is my collection growing, but my 
health has also greatly improved, thanks to my hobby.”

John was born September 10, 1928, and he passed away January 5, 2001 in his 73rd year. For many who broke bread 
with dear friend John, the CAWMC Annual Breakfast in Ottawa the year 2000 was the last occasion to see him. Despite 
many years of battling with cancer and other medical problems, John covered his scars well. Although he had every night 
to be gloomy, his zest for life gave him a cheerfulness that rubbed off on those whose lives he touched. John has a strong 
faith, and it showed. In the world of wooden money, John’s first catalogued wood was a round in 197/ and became the 
second wooden nickel to come out of Ottawa. After three more rounds, he began issuing his “Praying Hands” flats, for 
which he is best known. Many other issues followed, both rounds and flats, announcing family occasions, season greet- 
ings, Special days, or bringing encouraging words in the fight against cancer and heart disease. John’s years of service in 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP) were such that required a low-profile. He maintained this approach even after 
he received a medical discharge from the Force almost 3/7 years ago. He did, however, keep his promise to attend the 
CAWMC Annual Breakfast / AGM in 2000, and we’re glad of that. John and Marcella were married in 1052, and John is- 
sued this wood (#5675-003, qty. 500, Red / Red, 38mm) in 1977 to celebrate their 25th Wedding Anniversary. Their sons 
Mike and Shawn became part of John’s CAWMC family membership, and John issued these woods (56/75-004A-error 
Black / Green, 5675-O04B Black / Red, 5675-004-1 Brown / Brown — all 3 were qty. 500, 38mm) which include an error 
wood showing membership number 97 instead of 96.
